ATTEMPTS TO “OPEN FEW MARKETS 
FOR OUR SURPLUS. 


Science Has Vainly Endeavored to Supgly 
New Channels of Consumption to Keep 
Pace With the Incraasing Producti Sd 
Using Cold Storage Processes. 


The annual sarplus of our great fruit 
evop, lias for years past -been steadily 
acctunulating, until to-day it, represents 
millions. of pounds, 
which must either be wasted on the trees 
or sold at 2 loss in the.markets. Science 
has vainly endeavored -to open new chan- 
nels of consumption! to Keep pace’ with, 
the increasing production;. but sin spite 
of the hundreds of factories engaged. in 
anmning desiccatingy-and-preserving_the- 
fruits, they have been unable to keep a 
proper. proportion betweeit supply and 
demand. Like our wheat, corn and other 
farm produets, the only relief is in find-
